Dear Parker, James, Traci, Chamille, and Sean, 


Thank you for the opportunity to visit View Park Prep High School last 
week. When we left, I mentioned that we would be in touch once the state 
released the CAASSP scores this week. As you are likely aware, the state 
announced a delay of that release for an unknown amount of time. But we 
have been able to do some modeling of likely outcomes based on data 
previews and we'd like to discuss next steps. This email is regarding View 
Park Prep High School. I have sent a separate communication regarding 
Lou Dantzler Elementary School. 


Our initial modeling based on preliminary preview data leads us to believe 
that View Park Prep High School will be above the initial indicators of 
CCSA's Minimum Academic Accountability Criteria. As we discussed in last 
week's visit, we are still more than happy to look at Multiple Measure 
Review items to help strengthen your renewal petition (such as those 
outlined in the email thread below). But at this point we believe View Park 
Prep High School will be above our minimum criteria based on the 2016-17 
CAASPP results. If that were to change once the CDE released the CAASPP 
data, we would follow up with you and ask you at that time to do a Multiple 
Measure Review. But at this point we do not feel it is likely to be necessary 
for CCSA support. 


Please let us know if you have any questions and we will follow up with you 
as soon as the CDE releases the CAASPP data.

Thank you for taking the time to meet with us today. As we discussed, 
we look forward to working with you to more deeply understand the 
performance of View Park Prep High and Lou Dantzler Elementary 
through CCSA's Multiple Measure Review process. We discussed several 
follow up items:

1. NWEA MAP Assessments & Virtual Control Group reports: I 

will reach out to NWEA to ask them to send you authorization forms 
so we can get virtual control group reports for both Lou Dantzler 
Elementary and View Park Prep High School. Also, if you'd like to 
send us any data for either/both schools, it could be helpful for 
making the case of growth over time. 

2. National Student Clearinghouse data and High School 
Benchmarks Study: I have attached the high school benchmarks 
study I referenced during our meeting today. We would love to see 
View Park Prep High School college enrollment data once you have 
it ready to share. 

3. Follow up with Lou Dantzler Elementary: We would love to 
have the opportunity to work on the Multiple Measure Review for 
Lou Dantzler ES. Mr. Waller, I believe you mentioned that you are 
planning to meet with Ms. Goods tomorrow and then would be 
following up with us to discuss the Multiple Measure Review and 
submission of data? 

4. Other items: To recap, we discussed that both View Park Prep HS 
and Lou Dantzler Elementary are currently above the initial filters of 
CCSA's academic accountability criteria but risk falling below the 
5 th percentile of SB AC performance statewide (Lou Dantzler 
dropping from the 29 th to the 6 th percentile, View Park dropping 
from the 16 th to the 14 th ). We will be in touch next week once the 
state test scores are publicly released to let you know the percentile 
ranking of both schools. If either drops below the 5 th percentile, this 
would necessitate a Multiple Measure Review for CCSA renewal 
support. But even if the schools end up above the initial filters of 
CCSA's criteria, we are happy to help you strengthen your data- 
based case for renewal through a Multiple Measure Review if you 
would like. To that end, please feel free to begin submitting NWEA 
MAP data or other interim benchmark data, WASC self-study/visit 
reports, LCAP, postsecondary outcomes and any other data you feel 
is compelling/supportive to telling the story of the schools' success.
